In the instant case, subcombination I has separate utility such as 
disabling elements of a webpage so that clients viewing the webpage will no longer 
have access to the elements and their underlying functions in order to ensure better 
security over the web by denying access to certain functions. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Inventions III and I are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination III has separate utility such as

generating a transform definition based on selected functions so that subsequent 
viewing of a webpage including the transform would be reconfigured according to the 
transform.
